“And now, to wit, September 6, 1802, It ap¬ 
pearing to the court that tlie damages assessed 
to the owners of land, as per report of viewers 
in No. 2 June Term, 1857, have been paid in 
full, on motion of C. Magee, Esq., it is there¬ 
fore ordered and adjudged that the extension 
of Pennsylvania avenue, as located by said 
viewers, be and the same is hereby declared 
and adjudged to be a lawful public street, 
and it Is furiber ordered that the .same be 
forthwith opened, agreeably to the provisiODvS 
of the Act of Asseinblj" of the 4th day of May, 
8.57.” 

By tjie Court. 

It will thus appear: 

1st. That tlie power to open and extend 
this avenue is clear. 

2d. That viewers were regularly and law¬ 
fully appointed, and that they performed the 
duties devolving upon them in accordance 
witii the mandate of court, and the provis¬ 
ions of said act.

Is pnivided: 

SKirrioN I. “That when the Court of <.2iiar- 
ter Sessions shall make an order for Ibeopetu 
ingof Pennsylvania avenue, as provided liy 
the third section of the act to which tins is a 
supplement, Ihe clerk of said court shall 
certify the same to the Street Oommis.sioner 
of the city of Pittsburgh, for tlie proper dis¬ 
trict, whose duty it shall be to notify all per- 
sonsowning buildings or other obstructions 
on the line of said extension, to remove the 
.same within thirty days from said notice; 
and If said parties, or any of them shall ne¬ 
glect or refuse to remove the same within 
said lime, the Councils of said city may pro¬ 
vide by ordinance for the removal of the 
same, and the sale of the niat.erial tor the 
payment of the expense of said removal, or 


may order such other proceedings for said 
removal as may be authorized by law. 
Provided, that the notice requlredi by this 
act shall be served personally upon all of 
said owners who may be at the time in said 
city, and upon all others by advertisement 
in the papers authorized to do the city print¬ 
ing and by posting upon the premises.”

opinion “as to the liability of the city for 
damages which will be sustained by the 
property owners on RuUiven street by the 
filling in of said street and abutting proper¬ 
ty, 80 as to bring the street to the proper 
grade.” 

In answer thereto I respectfully report 
that, ill my opinion, tlie city wMll be liable 
for such damages. We cannot look to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company for these 
damages, because there is no provision in 
the contract between the city and tills com¬ 
pany requiring the latter so to pay. In my 
judgment, it would be well to have these 
damages ascertained and settled by the 
Board of Viewers, or in due course of law. 
Thereafter an appropriation could be made 
for paying such damages.

'i'oihe Presidents and Members of /Select and 
Oommon Councils: 

Gentlemen :—The undersigned, a Commission 
appointed under your resolution to recommend for 
the information of Councils a general system of 
sewers for the said (East End) district and a plan 
for the assessment and payment of the cost of the 
sewers, beg leave to report that in accordance with 
said resolution they met on the 28th day of Octo¬ 
ber, 1886, and organized by the selection of Mr. 
John Dunlap as Chairman and the appointment of 
Mr. Frank P. Case as Secretary. We have in all 
held fourteen meetings. 

Your Commission took up the several basins 
separately, having access to full plans of the dif¬ 
ferent localities showing tlie How of water at all 
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flifferent points, ami where the lateral sewers 
wouH naturally conic in; went personally over 
the ground, examined into and investigated the 
necessities of sewerage at the different points, in- 
forincd themselves of the various propositions and 
suggestions heretofore made in regard thereto; 
compared figures and plans arrive^l at with the 
formulas laid out by eminent engineers and author¬ 
ities of this country and abroad, and have come 
to the conclusions herewith presented (marked 
Kxhibit A), which is a record, giving the dinieii- 
stona of main sewers for the five basins considered, 
viz.: The Thirty-third street, Negley’sRun and 
Haight’s Klin basins upon the south side of the 
Allegheny river, and Soho Run and Two-Mile Run 
basins ujion the north side of the Monongahela 
river. 

The distances given, it must be understood, are 
only approximate, the points being fixed, but cal¬ 
culations have been made from llic plans in the 
City Engineer’s office, and are near onongh for all 
practical purposes. To give accurate distances 
would require a survey and exact location of lines 
of sewers, which we had no warrant for author¬ 
izing, and, indeed, time would not liave permitted 
it. At our instance, however, accurate maps or 
plans have been prepared, and arc endorsed by us, 
showing and explaining the main outlets recom¬ 
mended for the general drainage, and are present¬ 
ed herewith. These plans arc for your adoption, 
^id, if favorably considered, will become a perma¬ 
nent record of the city, and upon them will be 
continued from time to time designations of the 
lateral sewers which will connect with and become 
a part of this general sewer system. 

We arc pleased to acknowleilge that on r labors 
have been much lightened by the full records and 
diagrams with measurements, on file in the City 
Engineer’s office, enabling us to intelligently com¬ 
prehend the ne<*essities of the points personally 
examined. 

The fact that this t'ominissioii wsus appointeil is, 
of itself, evidence that Councils feel the great ne¬ 
cessity of adopting a general id an of sewerage for 
this part of the city, and shows that it is the in¬ 
tention to carefully consider the luatter and pro¬ 
vide such plan. In this view it will not, we hoiie, 
I»e out of place for ns to make the following com¬ 
ments : The city of Pittsburgh now comprise.s a 
territory of 18,675 acres, and nature made it the 
most susceptible of drainage of any city in tlic 
country. With built up and growing com¬ 
munities, how'ever, something more is wanting 
than is naturally provided, because there is more 
than surface drainage or the drainage of storm 
water necessary. 

The hurtful and disease-breeding offal of manu¬ 
factories, dwellings, etc., must be conveyed by 
subterranean channels, in the interest and well 
being of the people. With the natural water 
courses with which the city is so favored this de- 
dderatiiiii can be reached by us much cheaper 


than other municipalities, and we urge that pro¬ 
vision lie at once imule for the cuiistructlon of all 
the main sewers lierew'lth recoin me ndivl. We 
believe that it would he unwise and wanting in 
interest in the putdic health to delay further in 
the matter. 

The old city, now almost completely supplii“d 
with sewers, coveis a territoiy of about 1,280 acres, 
while that part of the East End which needs at¬ 
tention in tills particular and which we have had 
under con.sideratioii comprises 8,018 acres, or a 
little over 43 per cent, of the whole area of the 
city. 

We are i»ersonalIy cognizant of the fact, and its 
truth is palpable to every observer, that In warm 
weather many parts of the East End are absolutely 
unfit for habitation owing to the pointed atmos¬ 
phere arising from open runs of filth of every 
description. 

This Commission fcela that ttie community will 
join them in urging that yon sjicedily determine 
upon a plan, and arrange or provide for its fullfil- 
ment, whereby the evil effects occasioned by the 
want of proper drainage may be, as promptly as 
possilde, remedied, looking necessarily to the best 
interest of the taxpayer. We have held these oti- 
jects steadily and conscientiously in view, and lie- 
lieve that if our general plan is accepted and acte<l 
upon, that it will redound to tlie credit of Councils 
and to the well being of the whole pcojde. 

We recommend that these main sewers be con¬ 
structed of brick, and of brick and stone eoni- 
bineil, according to size, the same to be determined 
as occasion may require. 

Vour resolution covers also the matter of a plan 
for the assessment and payment (collection) of the 
cost of constructing these sewers. Tixin this 
question w’C otdained from the t’lty Attorney a 
statement of the mode of assesaing and collecting 
now' in vogue, IMs coinmuiiioatioii thereon, cov¬ 
ering also other matters, is herewith submitted 
(marked Exhilut H). It will be seen therefrom 
that no change can be made in this particular, ex¬ 
cept by Act of Assembly, and, as we are informeil 
and believe the system to he good and to have 
w'orked well for many years, we refrain from any 
recomincndutioo upon the subject. 

As appropos, however, and for future considera¬ 
tion, we suggest that one great improvement in the 
matter of paj/ment. of this class of work might l>e 
made, were the city’s financial condition such as 
to allow it. While, as stated, the present mode of 
assessment is deemed to be just and equitable, the 
process of collection is extremely slow. It is a 
natural supposition that the cost is therefore 
greater than it would he did all bidders know that 
the work when eonipleteil and passed upon by the 
City Engineer w'ould be paid for promptly. 

At our request the City Engineer has made care¬ 
ful computations showing the estimated cost of the 
mains in the several basins, as follows:

In reply th. reto, I would respectfully answer, 
the Act of Assembly entitled “An Act concerning 
Streets and Sewers in the City of Pittsburgh,” 
approved January 6th, 1864, Pamphlet T^aw's, page 
ll.’ll, provides, among other things; 

Section 12, “The said C'ouiicil.s arc hereby 
authorized, whenever they may deem the same 
ii'.'cessary, to cause sewers to be constructed in any 
street, lane, or alley of said city, and to levy and 
collect the cost and expenses thereof by an assess- 
nient upon the properties benefited thereby; the 
said assessment shall he made by three discreet 
and disinterested freeholders of said city, whom 
the said Councils shall appoint as assessors for that 
purpose.” 

The latter part of this section has been changed 
so that the Board of Viewers are now app<dnted 
hy the Court of (piarter S<\ssion and hold their 
office from Febrviary to February. 

The I'Hli section of the Act provides the mode of 
assessment, namely, “the said Assessors (now 
known as the Board ol Viewers) before entering 
ii}Km their duties shall he sworn to assess equita- 
l)ly, justly and without p irtiality, the cost and 
expenses of the construction of said sewer, upon 
the properties hone fi ted thereby; they shall make, 
or cause to he made, a plot and statement, showing 
thelocatioit of the sewer, the streets, alleys, etcete¬ 
ra, the location, size and improvements of eacli 
property assessed, with the amount assessed 
thereon, and the name of the owner; tliey shall 
give ten days notice to each owmer of a time and 
place when he may see said plot and statement, 
and when they will hear any. coniidaints, or evi- 
•lence, he may have to offer on the siibjeet ” The 
Act gives any person aggrieved the right to ai>peal 
to the Pourt of (Quarter Sessions, at any time 
within ten days after a final confirmation by 
Councils ; an<l likewise gives to Councils the power 
to send hack the report for further action, or to 
ipiash the pro<'eedings.” The law also provides 
the time within which the assessment so made 
shall be paid, and, failing in such ])aymciit, limits 
the lime within which liens shall be filed to secure 
the same. 

I have thus firierty given you the law as now ap¬ 
plicable to the construction of sewers in* the city 
of Pittsburgh, aiul the mode of ascertaitiing and 
assessing the coats thereof. Of course, there can 
l)c no custom modifying this legislation. The 
Board of Viewers are governed exclusively hy it, 
and, in the performance of their duties, must e.xer- 
cise their judgment in determining the persons and 
j»ro|icrtie8 Iwneftted. The mode, size, and necessity 


of sewers arc matters wholly within the discretion 
of Councils, and cannot he stipcrvi.sed or controlled 
ill any iiuiiifiei* hy the courts. The aHaessment of 
the benefits derived from any sewer must be fairly, 
impartially, and equitably adjusted and determined 
hy tlie Board of View-ers, with the pv»wer upon the 
jiart of Councils and court he rein Ik* fore naiiiwl. 
It is tlie duty of the Boaril of Vlew'ers to asi-ertaln 
the prop rtics so benefited, and in determining 
this they are not limited to properties inimediatety 
on the line of the sewer, hut may reach any terri¬ 
tory which, in their judgment, is benefited. 

The Act w'hich I have in part quoted has lieen 
repeatedly ajiproved hy our Supreme Court. 

The system has been in vogue nearly a quarter of 
a century, is perfectly uiiderstoml, ami has thus 
far w'orked well. 

Neither your Commission iior the Councils would 
have the power to qualify, modify, or in any man¬ 
ner change the law*. 

It is clear the city cannot lie held for these ini- 
provemeiits; nor, in its present financial condition, 
could the city assume any part of the expense, lic- 
iiig now beyond the constitutional limitation of 
indebtedness. 

To the latter part of your question I reply, that 
by an Act of Assembly entitled, “A farther supple¬ 
ment to an Act entitled, “An Act concerning 
streets and sewers in the city of Pittsburgh,’” ap¬ 
proved March 2(1, 187:1, Pam))li)et Laws, S26, it is 
provided an<l declared; 

.Section 12. “The said city shall have j>ower when 
necessary in the eonstructioii of sewers, to lay the 
same through private property, and the damages, 
if any, shall be included in and assessed as a pari 
of the cost and expense of the sewer.” 

This Act makes it clear that the city may enter 
upon private property to construct sewers; and, 
it is equally clear, the city may enter upon streets 
not opened or dedi<-ated, because they cannot stand 
upon any other or higher ground than private 
property.

When this has been 
done, the persons engaged in the business of 
removing said material from dwellings Ac., 
shv)uld be required to do so under certain re¬ 
strictions, among others, that it be deposited 
in said furnaces. We are of the opinion that 
suitable plants can be erected at a cost rang¬ 
ing at from sixteen hundred to two thousand 
dollars each. For the purpose of carrying 
said project into effect, we would respectfully 
ask your Honorable bodies to make a special 
appropriation of seven thousand dollars, a 
portion of the same lo be expended in the 
erection of one or two experimental furnaces, 
which, if they proved successful, should be 
supplemented by otheis out of the balance 
remaining in said appropriation.

Hear Sir:—I beg to offer to the City of 
Pittsburgh a Free Library, upon which I will 
expend two hundred and fifty thousand dol¬ 
lars, if the City will accept it when complet¬ 
ed and agree to provide for Us proper use and 
maintenance not less than fifteen thousand 
dollars per year, I have named the lowest sum 
required properly to carry out the work in 
view. Cities of much less importance and 
population than ours, spend about this sum 
upon similar Institutions, wliile the City of 
Cincinnati deems it wise to devote no less 
than forty thousand dollars per annum to 
her magnificent free library. 

The selection of the site, erection of the 
building, (which will be fire proof) the main¬ 
tenance and management of the library, and 
all disbursements connected therewith, to be 
entrusted to a commission of ten well-known 
citizens of Allegheny County, to be named 
by me, the Mayor, Presidents of Select and 
Common Councils, chairman of the Central 
Board of Education and the Superintendent 
of the city schools, to be ex-offlcio “members 
of the commission.”

Upon the everage line of discounts of 
brokers, banks and banklnglnstitutlons.one 
mill on each dollar. 

Upon the gross receipts of express compa¬ 
nies, electric light, conduit, gas fuel, tele¬ 
graph and telephone companies, one mill 
upon each dollar of said receipts. 

Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged 
in the business of keeping pool tables, bill¬ 
iard tables, ten-pin alleys, bagatelle tables for 
public use, twenty mills upon each dollar of 
said receipts. 

That for the purpose of defraying the inter¬ 
est on bonds and for sinking funds and mis¬

In 
that year, and up until 1877, separate taxes 
were levied for Water Works interest and 
Sinking Fund purposes. These levies 111 the 
South Side districts were as follows:

For 1875. 63,350 72 
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For 1870. 71,300 35 

$177,200 85 

Tho books of this department do not show 
in detail the amounts of money paid in by 
wards during those years on these levies, as 
all collections of taxes were reported in the 
aggregate from tiie entire city ; as, for exam¬ 
ple, on Angust 1st, 1874, tlie Treasurer re¬ 
ported til at he liad collected $70,000 Water 
w orks interest and Sinking Fund tax. 

In 1877, after the passage of the Act of As¬ 
sembly, generally known as bill No. 102, the 
tax levies were consolidated, and so remain 
till this date. 

The only way In which could be ascertained 
the amount paid by the South Side dstricts 
for Water Works purposes would be to take 
the amounts appropriated each year for 
Water Works, Water Works interest and for 
Sinking Fund, Appropriations Nos. 0, 24, 2;5 
and 20, and from tijc sum deduct the Income 
from water rents and then ascertain the 
inlllage necessary to produce the renmlnder 
on the valuation of the city for the respective 


years ; then calculate from this basis the t»x 
for each ward separately on its valuation. 
The quantity beforealuded to under the 
term remainder ” should be reduced sonu-- 
what by a pm rata of the division of ihe 
Water Loan Sinking Fund directed by (Coun¬ 
cils for general municipal pnposes <lurh)g a 
time of deliciency in the current revenues.

That Ills plans were accepted and without 
solicitation on his part he was appointed me- 
- chanical engineer to supervise their construc¬ 
tion. 

The principle of the operation of the en¬ 
gines was then well known as there were en¬ 
gines in the city and vicinity built by him 
and then In use. * They were of his own In¬ 
vention and had been patented to him by the 
Government on the 10th day of March A, D. 
1868 for a period of seventeen years. 

The city contracted with Mr. A. Hartupec 
for the consirnction of four engines on the 
said plans of your petitioner and It was pi'o- 
vided in the contract that any royalty that 
might be payable on any patents on the en¬ 
gines shouhl be paid by the contractor. 

There has never been any royalty paid to 
me either by the contractor or the city. 

I remained in office in discharge of niy du¬ 
ties as mechanical engineer until the- 

day of-A. D., 18W, and while hold¬ 

ing that position I did not deem it proper or 
advisable to haveany question of controversy 
either with the city or the contractor in rela¬ 
tion to my claim. 

My Letters Patent expired on the tOtli day 
of March, 1885, previous to which date the 
city had been using the engines for a period 
of over six years. 

In order to avoid any question under the 
Btatiileof Limitations limiting niyrlghtof 
action to six years I entered suit In the Cir¬ 
cuit Court of the United Stales for the West¬ 
ern District of Pennsylvania at No. 33 of May 
term, 1886, to recover from the city the royal¬ 
ties that may be coniing to me for the use of 
of my invention during the time previous to 
the expiration of the patent. With the Inten¬ 
tion, however, of making an effort to avoid 
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further Utigallon of the suit If it were in my 
power to effect an amicable and reas()nal)le 
adjustment of my claim. 

Permit me to say, further, tljat notwith- 
Htandlngthe re<iuiremont of the contract of 
a liability of the contractor for royaltleH on 
the patents the city would be primarily liable 
to me andcontinually as toilie useof the en¬ 
gines, and also and in reco^inition of my 
claim the city at one time desired from jne 
a release of the royalties, ^nd an entry ap¬ 
pears on the minutes of the Water Commis¬ 
sion lliat I agreed to release my claim as 
to one of the two pairs of engines. 

This release was given by me but it was also 
returned to me and was entirely withoutcon- 
sideration, and It Is now mentioned for the 
purpose of showing the recognition by the 
city of the Justice ot iny claim.

The Pittsburgh, Virginia & Charleston 
Railroad Company has occupied the thor¬ 
oughfare for over ten years, and In such a 
way as to make living on tlie line of the road 
extremely hazardous, because of the danger 
of accidents as well as from a total disregard 
of all sanitary regulations. 

Although thickly populated, ti uins are run 
through that section of the city at a rate of 
speed varying from fifteen to thirty miles an 
hour, and without safety gates or fiagmen at 
crossings, and in short wilitout any precau¬ 
tion against accident. As a result eleven 
persons met dealli, and as many more were 
seriously crippled. 

Your committee further found that at no 
point within tlie space inspected did the said 
company provide a system of sewerage to 
carry off surface water, and as a result cellars 
are constantly being flooded and the nuisance 
thus constituted becomes a prolific source of 
disease.

To the Select and Common Councils of IHtis* 
burgh: 

Gentlemen The bill relating to streets, sew* 
era, sidewalks and so on in the City of Pittsburgh 
herewith transniitkHl has been prepared by me 
after careful examination of the various Acts of 
Assembly affecting tliis city upon the subject of 
this bill, and after a free interchange of o])inion 
with aniiinberof the members of Council repre* 
senting the various wards in the eastern part of the 
city. 

In explan^iiion of this Act, and in order that 
you may be enabled clearly to understand its scoj)e, 
t beg to say that Sectiojis I and 2 are taken fjom 
the Act of January Gth, 1864, P. L. the change 
therein being the striking out of the fout front rule 
of assessment and ii.serting properties bcirelitted, 
and authorizing Councils to direct the improve¬ 
ment therein specified to be made whencvcjr and 
a soon ns one-third of the persons owning jrrop- 
erty on the line of such contemplated improi,ement 
'iliall present n petitio:: verified hy proper affidavit, 
and also containing poM'cr on the part of Councils 
to vacate streets or parts of tire same. 

An examination of these sections will show’ first 
that a petition is required to be jiresented to Coun¬ 
cils before any other steps are t!ikcn,uiid thereafter 
it is optional with Councils whether they shall -or¬ 
der such improveiirent to be iiuwle. 

The power to vacate streets has been inser ted be¬ 
cause notw’ithstanding the general power of the 
city heretofore exercised over its streets it is exceed¬ 
ingly doubtful w hether under existing law there is 
any power to vacate any street or part of such 
The anomaly is presented of having Conncils 
clothed with the general power to operr. widen atr<l 
straighten streets, but when the qirestiorr of vaca¬ 
tion is involved the uniform ])racticc has been to 
ap|)eal 1o the Court of Quarter {Sessions fur an or¬ 
der in the premises. It has freciiicnlly occinred i 

that streets within the city limit.s have been va- j 

rated hy an order of (lie < ourt without any ottifi- ' 
cation being given to Councils or at)y city ofilcer. j 
This provision is bclievwl tube consistent with the | 
general legislation provided in this Act, and there | 
would seem to Ikj no good reason wliy the power to I 
vacate should i.ot be lodged in tlie body giving the t 
general supervision of public highways. ^ 

.Section :i is 1 kewise from the Act of 
Section 4 is from the same Act,the change t herein 
being the appointment of a Hoard of Viewers of ; 
Street Iinpiovements hy the Court of Common j 
i’leiusfora period of three years. Heretofoie the 
appointment was made in the Court of Quarter i 
Sessions for one year. The change lias been made 
because general jurisdiction has l>een given to the j 


Court of Common Pleas u(>on all petitions and U| • 
peals, and the law us it now stands provides for the 
tiling of all municipal liens in such Court. The 
change to three years is believed to be In coiiformily 
with the general tenure of office ol public officers 
within the city. The power to fill vacancies is re¬ 
served, and likewise the power of removal on the 
address of Councils. 

Section 5 Is also from the Act of 1864. 

Section fi is suhstiinttally a re-enactment of the 
existing law. 

Section 7 is the same. 

Section 6 is the same, and also includes Section G 
of the Act of May 18th, 1871, I*. L. H41. 

Section b is also taken from the Act of 1864. 

Section 10, the latter part of this section is new. Its 
purpose is to speed the hearing and final deternii> 
nation of i>ctitioii8 and a[)|>euls, and also to fieri nit 
the work to firoceed pending said apiKud. As the 
)aw’ now stands, an appeal taken by any one person 
arrests the entire progress of the work and pre¬ 
vents the collection and payment of assessments. 
Under this Act the only effect of an appeal Is as to 
the particular person and profwriy represented In 
and hy such appeal. 

Section 11 is based upon the cun.stitutioii and the 
Act of 1874, conferring the right of trial by jury in 
every case where dcnuinded lor taking, injuring or 
destroying private property by imiiiicipal or other 
corporations. The provision for paying costs is 
almost identical with the present law, excepting 
that under the present law the Court can direct 
w’ho shall pay the costs. Under this Act the costs 
follow ill case the verdict is not greater than the 
award of the Hoard of Viewers. 

iSection 12 is also from the Act of 1864, thechange 
lieing the assessment of Iks nefits upon the proper¬ 
ties l>enetited and strikingdowni the foot front rule, 
which has lieen decJariHl by our SuprcmeC'ourt un¬ 
constitutional so far as applied to what is known as 
rural property. 

Section 13 is new, and is intended to prevent 
failure in making improvements in case of a 
change of any kind, os in the striking down or 
modification of the allowance of licnotits, or the 
holding of the action of Councils unauthorized hy 
law or for kindred reasons. 

Section 14 is from the Act of 1864, and also in¬ 
cludes Heidion 12 of the Act of March 20t)i, 1873 
P. L. 328. 

Sections 15, 16 and 17 arc alwi from the Act of 
1864. 

ScGtion 18 is taken fnmi what is known as the 
Penn avenue Act of April 2n(i, 1870, P. L. 796, 

Section 19 is also from the Act of 1864. 

Section 20 is also from the acd of 1861, the latUr 
clause of the section being new and intenderl to 
reach corporations whose real estate cannot be sold 
upon a municipal lien. The Supreme Court having 
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decided that tlie right of way of a railreud company 
cannot be sold to satisfy such lien, there would 
seem to be no good reason why such companies 
should not pay their assessments out of other prop¬ 
erty, real or personal, owned and used by them 
where the benefit of the Y)ublic improvement is un¬ 
deniable, but through a mere technicaliiy a railroad 
company is entitled to escape. 

Sections *J1,22 and 23 are also from the Act of 
18G4, and also from the Act of i8T3. 

Section 24 is new, and seems to be in harmony 
with justice as it is with the law now relating to 
sales for municipal taxes under the Act of 1877. 
The city can in no event he the loser, and the bona 
tide and innocent owner of the property and his 
lien creditors are given a reasonable opportunity 
for protecting their property from what might be a 
rulnuns sacrifice. 

Section 25 is also from the Act of 1864, with the 
change conferring upon the Councils the right to 
Hx the compensation of a hoard of Viewers of 
Street Improvements. The compensation originally 
fixed under the Act was $2 00 per day, but underau 
amendment was changed to $5.00 per day, at which 
r;ttc I he Viewers are now paid. 

Sections 26,27 and 28 are taken from tlie Acts of 
.Vpril, 1857, P. ].. 2iU, aud April 1st, 1868, 1’. L. oUlf. 

Section 29 is parlly new in that it provides that 
tlie statutory limitaiioiis shall begin from the time 
of the acceptance of the work by the City Kngiiieer 
or officer having charge of the same. The contractor 
and (ity Engineer are presumed to know better 
than any other person when the work is completed. 
Much trouble and serious loss have arisen from 
looseness in this matter. Our Supreme (Jourt has 
repeatedly decided that under existing law the lien 
must be filed within six months after ihc comple¬ 
tion of the work, and this being a question of fact 
for a jury has not infrequently resulted in loss to 
the city. As fixed under this Act, there must be a 
formal acceptance by the City Engineer, and tliis 
acceptance is miule a matter of record in his office 
so .that the city authorities as well as properly 
holders can readily be advised as to the time of 
.such acceptance from the date of which the statute 
will begin to run. The making of this certificate 
evidence is in harmony with existing law. 

Section 39 is also new, and is inserted in order 
that the Councils in all cases in which they may 
find it inexpedient to proceed with public improve¬ 
ments may discontinue the same at any time. 

.Section 31 is in liariiioiiy with what is known as 
the Wallace Act, and Ls partially taken therefrom. 

Section 32 is new, and is intended to clothe the 
city with full and absolute control over the streets, 
so that persons and corporations may not use them 
at liberty willioul restriction and without compen¬ 
sation of any kind. It will enable Couiicil.s to pro¬ 
vide proper safeguards and require, when necessa¬ 
ry, the repaving of any streets which may b.* used 


by any such persons or corporations, and will also 
clothe Councils with power to tix periods or sea¬ 
sons within which no work can be done. It will 
obviate the trouble heretofore experienced,and will 
require all these corporations as well as iiulividuuls 
to do something towards relieving the public from 
a continued outlay in the replacement and repair¬ 
ing of work upon our streets which may have been 
disturbed by reason of laying pipe or constructing 
other work''. The experience of the past two years 
demonstrates the necessity of having clear and nn- 
(luestioned control over such persons and eorjiora- 
tions as may find it expedient in their business to 
use our public highways during any season of the 
year and at all times. 

The Councils under this Act may, by either a 
general or u special ordinance, affix terms and con¬ 
ditions. In classifying such corporations all are 
put upon an equality and Councils forbidden to dis¬ 
criminate in any manner. 

The principal trouble under which we have here¬ 
tofore labored in one part of the city has arisen 
from the 11th Section of the Act of April, 1868, P. 
L. .567, which section is: 

“That all laws in force prior to the passage of the 
Act of April 6tli, Anno Ponilni 1867, relating to 
the opening, widening, straightening, grading and 
paving of streets, alleys and highways, and setting 
the same with curb-stone, and for the construction 
of sewers and the paving of sidewalks, and provid¬ 
ing for the lieu and collection of assessments there¬ 
for, shall be and remain in full force and to be ap¬ 
plicable to the entire district embraced iu the City 
of Pittsburgh as consolidated in accordance with 
the Act of April Otn, Anno Domini 1867, but no 
street or highway shall be opened^ graded or 
paved under said laws in any part of the terri¬ 
tory eonsolidaied with said city under the Act to 
which this is a supplemcnU unless upon the 
written application of a majority in interest of 
the owners whose propei’ly is situated or abuts 
thereon^ excepting in that part herctotore known 
as the Borough of Lawrenceville^ and In that 
part of Pitt fmonship lying between the Ninth 
ward and the said Borough of Lawrencevillc,'' 

j This Act therefore, under the consolidation as 

I effected by the Act of 1867, only applies to what 
were known as Pitt, Oakland, Collins, Liberty and 
Peebles townships, and now forming some of the 
most rapidly improving and thrifty wards located 
ill the East Find of our city. 

It will t>e observed under the legislation to which 
attention is called i hat the City Councils of the 
City of Pittsburgh are authorized whenever a peti¬ 
tion shall lie presenteu to them signed by one-third 
of the owners of property fronting or abutting 
upon any line of proposexl improvement, accompa¬ 
nied by an affidavit, to order and direct that such 
improvement, whether it be the opening, grading 

: or paving, shall be made, and the costs and dam- 
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ligcs arising thevefroiu shall bo assessed ujjon all 
properties iMiue/rt d. 

As the law now stands, tlic Connoils liave the 
right to direct the grading, paving an<l imuadain- 
izing of the streets, lanes and alleys in all parts of 
Hie city, exceid tliat portion einhraced nn<ier the 
Art of 18G8, upon their own motion and witliont 
petition, but the costs thereof are to liea.sMessed 
upon the foot front. There reniiiins, therefore, Imt 
u small portion of territory Jn llio t ity of Ihtts- 
hnrgii wherein a i>etilion is reijiiiriMl. By reason 
o| I Ids it has been found almost iiujiossible to oj»en, 
grade and jmve many of the streets in t he Kast 
Isnd, notwitlistanding the fnet tliat many o( the 
most stibstaiitial property holders who havetln ir 
homes tlierc desire to liave the same done for the 
leason that under the most strennons cflbris made 
by them they have been liable to proenri; a petition 
signed by such a majority in interest. 

'I'he purpose, therefore, of this legislation, pri¬ 
marily, is to have an Act of Assembly regulathig 
tiieopening, grading, paving and curbing of onr 
streetsco*extensive in its operations with the en¬ 
tire city and in harmony with the law nowcon- 
1 rotting tlie (“oiistruction of sewers, and to have all 
tlie expenses assessed upon I he properties benefited 
i'iie foot front lule must necessarily fill in rnral 
districtsbecau.se of its nnconstitiitionality, but as 
Jhe law now stands ivc have oni' Art ol Assembly 
applicable to a portion of the <Mty of Pittsburgh 
prescribing a certain nuHle of assessing damnges, 
ami another Act applicable to another porlion of 
ihe city enforceable only upon the petition of a 
iiiajoidty in interest. 

Whilst I his Act is believed to be in strict run- 
I'ormity with theeonslitniion iUid promotive of the 
most eijuituhlc mode of assessing dai nigcs, t<i wit.; 
tliat upon the properties btnellled it at the same 
time leaves to tiiose who are immediately interested 
on the line of such improvement the option to judi- 
tion » oiineils. Without.such petition the Councils 
could not have the power to originate and carry on 
the improvements in this bill described. But 
where one-tinrd in interest fronting or abutting 
upon the street may pre.sent tlieir petition asking 
for such ojiening, grading or pin ing the t onncils 
may then direct the sann? to be ilone. 

Ill siibmitiing this liiil [ respectfully call your tU- 
teiition to eaidi one of the s(*ction.s and Oacli one 
ot the provisions Very matiy of fh<!,se .sections 
are in fon e to-day in Ihe idty. My etfort has l»een 
to codify so far as po.ssilile all tiie.se Acts of Assem¬ 
bly and create u system ei/inpleto within itself, cm- 
i>odyingtlie provi.sion.s of existing Jaw, suggesting 
new or modifying ohl ones, as might si'cni to Ik; 
reijuired bv jniblic necessity, 

1 helieve the adoption of this Act, or one similar 
in tenor, itidisjieiisablo to the j)roi))otion of the 
l>ros|K'rity of I he city, and it will prove lieneficcnt 
JUid uniform tt> amt upon all classes and propew- 
ties.

fith. • Prepare a statement showing the aiiunmt 
of damages allowed and the assessment of benefits 
made in each case. 

7th. (irive ten days’ notice to the owner of each 
property of a time and place when and where the 
plot and statement may be examined and com- 
plal nts or evidence on the sul)ject heard. 

8th. Hear and consider complaints and evidence 
presented at the time and jilace appointed, and 
after making such modifications, if any, as tliey 
may deem just, make report to the City Councils, 
a<;companied by the |)lot afore aid, stating the 
damages allowed in each case and to whom payable, 
and also de8^*ril>iiig each property as assessed, the 
amount assessed thereon and the name of the 
owner. 

9th. Any owner who shall have sustained dam¬ 
ages by reason of the opening, widening, straight¬ 
ening or grading of any street, lane or alley, or part 
thereof, in any such city, done in pursuance of this 
Act, shall have the right to petition the Councils 
thereon, and upon such petition being presented 
it shall be the duty of Councils to refer the same to 
the Board of Viewers of Street Improvements to 
appraise the damages of the petitioner and make 
the assessment therefor which petition shall be 
presented to Councils within thirty days after the 
completion of such opening, widening, straighten¬ 
ing or gnuling.

! Sec, 7. The City Councils shall hear appeals by 
any party aggrieved by the report of the Viewers, 
and shall have power to approve the report to seinl 
the same back for further action or quash the pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Sec. H, When the report of Viewers is approve<I 
; by the Councils such approval shall be final, bind¬ 
ing and conclusive upon all parties, unless within 
ten days tliereafter some person interested therein 
shall present a petition to the Court of Common 
i Plea.s by whom the Viewers were appointed, con¬ 
taining a clear and succinct statement of 
each and every ground of objection to 

the report, and upon hearing tliereof all 
other objections shall be regardeil as 

waived, and no other objections shall be considered. 
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The petitioner shall notify the City Attorney of 
of the time of making his, her or their application 
and furnish him a copy of such petition and speei* 
fication of objections. The Court shall direct tlie 
application to be tiled, and upon notice of the 
filing thereof the Clerks of Councils shall certify to 
the Con it all the papers and proceedings in the 
case, and thereupon the Court shall take such ac¬ 
tion in the pre/cises as they may deem right and 
proper, and shall have power to hear evidence in 
open Court before a Judge thereof and modify or ! 
approve the report or quash the proceedings, or ap- I 
point re-vieM’crs, who shall proceed in like manner, 
and the Court shall have like power to hear evl- l 
dence or to modify, approve or quash their rejiort, i 
and the final order and decree of the Court thereon 
shall be binding and conclusive upon all parties. 

Sec. 9. After tlie approval by Councils of the 
report of the Board of Viewers of Street Improve¬ 
ments in the opening of streets and assessment of 
damages by grade, the plot and report of the View- 
ei-8 shall be transmitied to the City Attorney to 
collect the assessments and pay the damages, he 
shall give notice that if the assessments are not 
paid within thirty days thereafter liens will be iiled 
against the properties assessed for the unpaid a.s- 
sessicents, with interest, costs and fees. If the as¬ 
sessments are not paid within thirty days after 
final confirmation by the Councils or the Court iti 
case of appeal he shall provide liens therefor within 
the time provided in Section 18 of this Act, and 
proceed to collect the same, with interest, Iroin the 
date of the approval by Councils, or by the Court, in 
case of appeal, and five per cenutuiu additional as 
the attorney's fee for collection. 

Sec 10. The Courts of Common Pleas of the 
county ill which any city of the second class is 
situate shall have and are hereby vested with 
the power to make such rules as may be necessary 
for a prompt and speedy hearing of all such peti¬ 
tions relating to street improvements. No appeal 
taken or petition presented shall inure to the 
benfit of any other than the person or persons 
taking or presenting the same. And the ;>endency 
of the appeal or petition shall not prevent the city 
and its contractors from working upon and com¬ 
pleting such portions of the improvement not cov¬ 
ered by and enftraced in the appeal or petition. 

Nor shall the same prevent the city from ascertain¬ 
ing, assessing, collecting and paying the benefits 
and damages in the mode provided against those 
who have not appealed. 

Sec. 11. The amount of damages for the taking, 
injury, or destruction of property by reason oi any 
street or sewer improvement shall, in cases of appeal, 
be determined by jury according to the course of 
common law upon the demand of any person in¬ 
terested, but such demand shall be made wjthln 
thirty days from the ascertainment ol the damages 
or the filing of a report thereof. In case the de¬ 
mandant shall not obtain by verdict of a jury a 
more favorable award he shall pay all the costs of 


the appeal, and in case the award as fixed by the 
jury dilTers from the original report of the View¬ 
ers, the Court shall order the record of the cause or 
causes to 1)0 returned to the Hoard of Viewers of 
Street Improvements, witli directions to a>‘sess the 
difierence upon the properties the Board may fliui 
benefited to i)ay such dlrterence, but in ease no 
property can be found on w hich to assess the dlf- 
ference, then the same shall be assessed against and 
paid iiy the clty^ 

Skc. 12, The dunuiges, costs and expense of 
grading, paving or macadamising streets or alleys 
shall be assessed by the Viewers and collected in 
the following manner: 

The Viewers shall make a Just and oquitahleap- 
praisement of all damages, taking into consideta- 
tion in the appraisement the suivnntages and ben¬ 
efits as well as disadvantages which any owner or 
owners shall or may be likely to sustain by reason 
of the improvement, and after ascertaining the 
whole amount of the damages they shall assess the 
same equitably, justly and without partiality upon 
the properties which may be or will likely be bene¬ 
fited by the improvements. 

The proceedings of the Viewers and the action on 
tlieir report shall be the same as hereinbefore pro¬ 
vided in the case of street ojienlngs. 

Sec. 13. Should an assessment for opening, 
widening, grading or paving i)e found iuauflicient 
or declared invalid, an additional or new assess¬ 
ment may be ordered by Councils as In other cases. 

Sec, 14. Councils may authorize the construc¬ 
tion of sew'ers in any street, alley, public ground or 
private property, the cost of which shall be assessed 
on the property l>encfited in the same manner is 
hereinbefore providetl for the grading, paving or 
macadamizing of streets. 

In case it may be necessary to construct sewers 
through private property, Councils may provide 
therefor, and the damages to the property owner, 
after deducting his benefits, shall be ascertained in 
the same manner as hereinbefore provided for 
street improvements, and the amount of the dam¬ 
ages remaining shall be Included as a part of the 
coat of the same, and paid accordingly. 

Sec. ]fi. All municipal assessmenta for the 
grading, paving or curbing of any street, lane or 
alley, or part thereof, and the construction of 
sewers, shall be filed tn the office of the City 
Treasurer for collection, who shall cause thirty 
day’s notice to be given to each party assessed, 
either by service on the owner or left upon the 
assessed premises, that the assessments are due and 
payable.^ If not paid within that time the delin¬ 
quent assessment shall be placed in the hands of 
the City Attorney for collection, whose duty it 
shall be to collect the same, together with five per 
cent, additional as attorney’s commission and inter* 
est from the completion of the improvement by 
municipal claim filed against the delinquent owner, 
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describing the premises upon which writs oH scire 
facias may issue. When an owner has two or 
more lots against which there is an assessment for 
the suine improvement, all of said lots shall be ein* 
braced in one cluiiii. 

Skc. 16. The term **owner” shall be construoii 
to mean all individuals, corporations, public or 
private, and associations Imving any title or inter 
est in the property appraised or assessed, ainl in 
case of leaseholds or different estates in the same 
property the Viewers shall have power to apportion 
the damages or assessments among the different 
owners or betw'cen the lessors and lessees and re¬ 
port how much each one shall receive or pay. 

Sec. 17. If the owMier to wliom notice is re- 
qulretl to be given by this Act is a non-resident of 
the city and his place of residence is unknown, or 
if the ownership of the property cannot be ascer- 
taineil, the notice shall be posted on the premises 
and a copy left with the occupant, if there be one. 

Sec, 18. The assessments shall be first liens 
upon the properties assessed, and shall, if filed within 
one year after the final confirmation of the assess¬ 
ments, continue liens until paid and satisfied, and 
shall not be divested by any judicial or other sale 
except to the extent to which distribution shall be 
actually made and paid out of the proceeds of such 
sale. 

Sec. 19. Every claim sliall be a plain statement, 
in which the corporate name of the city shall be 
use<l as plaintiff and the owner or ow ners name as 
defendants, and shall contain a description of the 
property or properties against which it is tiled, the 
nature and kind of work done and time when Uie 
same was completed, and the date of tlie ordinance 
or ordinances under which the work was insti¬ 
tuted, and every claim filed shall be prima facie 
evidence of all matters therein set forth. 

Sec. 20. No mistake in the name of the owner 
shall vitiate the claim, but the Court shall have 
power at any time, on motion, to correct the mis¬ 
takes of description and add or strike out names of 
ilefendants. If the name of a party is added as de¬ 
fendant it shall have the same effect as if be had 
been name<l as adefendant in theoriginal lien at the 
time of its being filed. Any ow'iier whose name 
shall be added as defendant after the filing of the 
claim shall be served with a sdre facias before 
judgment shall be entered against him, A sale ou 
sk levari facias shall convey only the interests cf 
those who are named as defendants in the writ, but 
'a judgment or sale against a reputevl ow'ner or one 
having a limited estate or interest shall not pre¬ 
vent a subsequent judgment or sale against the 
true owner. Names may be added of the real 
owner as defendants, although judgment may have 
been entered against repined owners or those 
having a limiteil interest. 

Where the defendant in any writ of scire facias 
shall be a corporation and the property assessed 
cannot be sold, the scire facias shall be proceeded 


upon to judgment and a writ ot fieri facias shall 
be issue • thereon, by virtue of which any personal 
])roperty of the corporation, wherever situate, may 
be levied on and sold or an attachment in execution 
may be issued as in otlier cases. 

Sec. 21. No lien filed for opening, widening, 
grading, paving or curbing any street, avenue, lane 
or alley, or any part thereof, or for the construction 
of any sew^er or sidewalk heretofore or which may 
hereafter be made, shall be defeated for want of 
any notice retpiired by law, or for any informality 
or irregularity in the proceedings. This Act shall 
not be construed to prevent any defence showing 
want of authority in the city or its officer to do the 
w^ork or any other matter or thing aitecting the 
merits of the claim. 

Sec. 22. When a claim shall be filed and a scire 
facias issued upon an assessment it shall not i;e 
necessary to file an affidavit of claim, but the de¬ 
fendant shall file an affidavit of defence setting 
forth with particularity any and all defences lo 
sucli lien. Judgment may be entered in default of 
appearance or sufficient affidavit of defence at any 
time after the return day and ten days service of 
tfie writ, or upon two nihils, and all matters necet.- 
sary to support the claim not denied in the affidavit 
of defence shall be taken as admitted on the trial. 

Sec. 28. When the ownership of a lot is un¬ 
known the claim shall be filed against “ Unknow u 
owner,” and indexed accordingly. A scire facias 
may issue thereon in like manner as on other 
claims, notice of which shall he published by the 
Sheiiffin the official new’spaper of the city once a 
week for two weeks, with a full description of the 
lot, the jimount assessed thereon and for what 2 >ur- 
pose the assessment was made, and the lot may be 
sold on levari facias in the same manner and with 
the same effect as if the real owner had been 
named. 

Sec. 24. In case any property be sold in the 
name of “Unknown Ow’ner” for any municipal 
claim, the real owner may, within two years, 
redeem the property upon payment to the pur¬ 
chaser or his heirs or assigns of the amount of the 
bid, with interest and ten per cent, additional and 
all municipal claims and taxes paid upon the 
promises after the sale. Any judgment creditors 
or mortgagee may redeem in the name of the real 
owner the properly so sold under the terms and 
conditions provided for redemption by the owner. 
In such case the liens of all judgments and mort¬ 
gages existing at the date of the sale shall he rein¬ 
stated in their order, but the creditor redeeming 
shall have the first lien for the amount expended 
in such redemption. 

Sec. 2.?, Viewers shall each receive such per 
diem compensation for every day necessarily em¬ 
ployed in the discharge of iheir duties as Councils 
may by ordinance prescribe, which, with all other 
necessary expenses connected with their proceed¬ 
ings, shall be added to the damages and costs of the 
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improvement and assessed and colleetC(i in like 
manner for the use of the city. 

Sec. 26. The Councils shall have poiver to direct 
the owner or owners of a lot or lots abuttinK on n 
street or alley within the city which has been di¬ 
rected to be graded and paved to set hewn curb stones 
of gooa quality in front of his, her or their lot or 
lots, and at such grade and place as shall be directed 
by the City Knginecr, and shail have power to 
caiiHe to be paved the foot or sidewalk abutting 
thereon for sucli width and of such material us the 
Councils shall either by general or special ordinance 
order and prescribe. 

Sec. 27. Upon the failure of an owner or own¬ 
ers to prepare and set hewn curb-stones or pave or 
eause to be paved the foot or sidewalks in front of 
his, her or their lot or lots as directed witliiii 
twenty days after receiving notice in writing from 
the City Engineer that the .same has been direct<’d 
to be done, then and in such ease the City Engineer 
may cause the same to be done, and the expense 
incurred, together with six per centuiu advance 
and interest upon tiie ciaini, shall, from the com¬ 
pletion of the work, be a lien upon the prenjise.H. 
for which a claim may be filed in the name of said 
city for the use of the contractor against the owner 
or owners thereof in the same manner ami with 
like etl'ecl as other liens are filed for the grading 
and paving of streets under this Act, and it shall 
be the duty of the City Attorney to collect and pay 
the same to such contractors. 

Sec. 28, The notice so given shall be in 
writing or printed and serve<I personally on 
the owner or owners, his, her or their 
agent or attorney, if lie, she or they, 
or any of them, reside in the county in which the 
city is located, but if none of them reside in the 
county or can not be found therein, then the notice 
shall be posted in some conspicuous place upon the 
lireiiitses or served upon the person who may resitle 
therein. 

8eC. 21). The lien for such labor and material 
shall be filed within the time provided in Section 
18 of this Act, and shall be and remain a lien until 
fully paid and satisfied, and shall not be divcst<fd

Ou the ‘28th of December, 1882, I reported 
fully to the Committee on Streets, and on 
the ‘2d of July, 1883, 1 maid a second one. To 
these I refer as part of my answer In this par- 
tlcularcase. The subject seems to come up 
periodically. It has been before the Coun¬ 
cils and Court In some of its phases fre¬ 
quently. 

The serious trouble I Und iti the matter is 
in the asking Councils to do that which 
ought to be, and can be speedily and suc¬ 
cessfully done by the property owners or 
residents on tliese streets, assuming the 
charges capable of proof. Tliere seems to be 
a prevalentopinlon that Councils can inter¬ 
fere with and correct all grievances and In¬ 
conveniences, and that Councils, acting for 
the corporation, can remedy any Injury and 
redress any wrong to private parties, and 
can control absolutely anv corporation mak¬ 
ing use of our public highways. 1 need 
scarcely say this is a mistake. 

The Special Committee seem to have made 
a very full and careful investigation of the 
subject with which they were charged, and 
to have made an Intelligent, and, 1 do not 
doubt, accurate report to you. 

The railroad company is in the lawful oc¬ 
cupancy of Ihes streets under Its charter, and 
the special ordinances of the various bor¬ 
oughs through which the road passes. 

Is the company uselng these streets In a 
way Injurious to the citizens? The Special 
Committee say yes, and “in such a way as to 
make living on the line of the road extreme¬ 
ly hazardous because of the danger of acci¬ 
dents, as well as from a total disregard of 
all sanitary regulations." They say "trains 
are run at a speed varying from 15 to 30 
miles an hour; no safety-gates or flagman at 
crossings; as a result eleven persons met 
death, and as many more were seriously in¬ 
jured,*' 
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They farther report there is no system of 
sewerage to carry olf surface water; as a re¬ 
sult cellars are constantly flooded, constitut¬ 
ing a nuisance* The ordinance in relation 
to moving trains Is also said to be disregard¬ 
ed. Assuming all these to be true, what can 
be done? Neither the Act of incorporation 
nor the various ordinances provide for safe¬ 
ty-gates, flagman or sewerage. The ordi¬ 
nance regulating tbe rate of speed has no 
penalty. 

If any injury arises to any person or his 
property by any neglect of duty, or carless- 
ness in its performance by tl)e company, the 
remedy is unquestionably with the person 
injured. If cellars are flooded by reason of 
any wrong on the part of the company, the 
owner or occupant has an adequate I'emedy 
at law. If the road Is so used and operated 
as to be a public nuisance any citizen can 
complain, procure an Indictment, and, in 
ca.se of conviction, secure an abatement. A 
railroad company has no more right to 
maintain a public nuisance tlian an indi¬ 
vidual. But I wholly fall to see how any or 
all these things combined casts any duty 
upon Councils, or how you can correct them 
by ordinance. 

You cannot impose an obligation or duly 
grater than that provided in the act of incor¬ 
poration. 

Certainly the City of Pittsburgh cannot 
maintain an action at law, where purely 
personal rights and duties are involved. 
That these persons owning property or liv¬ 
ing upon these streets are seriously annoyed 
does not admit of question. Hut when an 
appeal is made to you for correcting or re- 
moving the source of annoyance, the power 
aud duty must be clear. I fail to see how 
you can Interfere.

Bear 8ir:—I beg to offer to the City of 
Pittsburgli a Free Library, upon which I will 
expend two hundred and fifty thousand dol¬ 
lars, if the City will accept It when complet¬ 
ed and agree to provide for Us proper use and 
maintenance not less than hfteeu thousand 
dollars per year. I have named the lowest sum 
required properly to carry out the work lu 
view. Cities of much less importance and 
population than ours, spend about this sum 
upon similar instltutioiis, wlille the City of 
Cincinnati deems it wise to devote no less 
than forty thousand dollars per annum to 
her magnificeut free library. 

The selection of the site, erection of the 
building, (which will be fire proof) the main¬ 
tenance and management of the library, and 
all disbursemeulB connected therewith, to be

A n ORDINANCE-Levying Taxes, As¬ 
sessing Water Rents and making ap¬ 
propriations for the fiscal year beginning 
February Ist, 1887. 

Section i. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh, in Select and Com¬ 
mon Councils assembled, and it Ks hereby 
ordained and enacted by the authority of the 
same, That for the purpose of providing suf¬ 
ficient revenue to meet the ordinary expenses 
of the City to pay the interest on outstanding 


bonds and to discharge all other liabilities 
now due or which may become payable dur¬ 
ing said year, 1887, taxes sliall be and are here¬ 
by levied and asscKsed upon all property and 
other objects of taxation us follows; 

OHy Tax—Upon all property taxable for 
State or County purposes, 18 mills upon each 
dollar of valuation except tlie properly In 
said city designated as rural upon wlilcli tiie 
tax shall be assessed at Iwo-thlrdN of said 
rate, and upon all property designated as 
agricultural ilie tax sliall be assessed at one- 
half of said rate. 

Old City Special 7’ax-*Upon all properly 
taxable for Slate or County purposes wUliln 
the limits of the ('Ity of Pittsburgh as it ex¬ 
isted prior to the consolidation under the 
Act of April. 18(17, 8-10 mills upon each dol¬ 
lar of valuation as a special tax for the sepa¬ 
rate indebtedness of said district. 

South Side Special Tax—Upon all property 
taxable for State or County purposes wlUilii 
the limits of tlie former boroush of East 
Birmingham, three mills, Mt.Washington, 
6-10 mills, Tetnperancevllle, two ml Us, to pay 
annual Install men ts on bonds Issued since 
consolidation for grading and paving Main 
street in said borough. 

Upon all goods, wares and merchandise and 
upon all articles of trade and commerce sold 
in said City in any manner and upon the 
gross receipts accruing from the hire or use 
of any personal property in said city not 
herein otherwise provided for, one mill upon 
each dollar of said sales or hire. 

Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in the trade, 
business or occupation of retailing for his, 
her or their benefit, vlnou.s, fermented or dis¬ 
tilled liquors, ten mills on eucii dollar of said 
sales. 

Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in the business 
or occupation of an auctioneer, two mills 
upon each dollar of said sales. 

Upon the gross commission or brokerage of 
all merchandise brokers, forwarding and 
commission merchants, fifteen mills on each 
dollar of said commission or brokerage. 

Upon the everage line of discounts of 
brokers, banks and banking Institutions, one 
mill on each dollar. 

Upon the gross receipts of express compa¬ 
nies, electric light, conduit, gas fuel, tele¬ 
graph and telephone companies, one mill 
upon each dollar of said receipts. 

Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged 
in the business of keeping pool tables, bill¬ 
iard tables, ten-pin alleys, bagatelle tables for 
public use, twenty mills upon each dollar of 
said receipts. 

That for the purpose of defraying the inter¬ 
est on bonds and for sinking funds and mis¬ 
cellaneous purposes of the sub-school dis¬ 
tricts In the several wards of the City of J’ltts- 
buTgh, there shall be levied upon all property 
taxable for .Hlate or County purposes, upon 
each dollar of valuation in said several 
wards the tax rate afn.xed to each designated 
sub-school district named in the estimate of 
receipts in this ordinance, except the pr<»per- 
ty in said wards designated rural, upon 
which the tax shall be assessed at two-thirds 
of said rate and upon all property designated 
in said wards as agricultural the tax shall be 
assessed at one-hsHf of said rate. 
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Sec. 2. And at the above rate.s the Hoard 
of Assessors shall assess said taxes and the 
City Treasurer shall have no power to divide 
any items of tax as reported by tiie Assessor. 

Sec. 3. The Water Assessor shall assess 
water rents by the schedule of water rents 
adopted for the year 188:^; and hospitals, and 
dispensaries and such other charities as are 
supported by public and private contribu¬ 
tions shall be assessed the sum of ten dollars 
(810.00) each. 

Skc. 4. That the amount necessary to psy 
the interest on the separate Indebtedness of 
the old City and South Side boroughs shall be 
taken from the receipts from the special taxes 
of the districts aforesaid and placed in appro¬ 
priation No. 1. on which warrants shall be 
drawn for all Interest accruing or accrued on 
the debts of said districts respectively. 

Sec. 5. That the balance of said receipts 
from said special taxes (after payment of in¬ 
terest) shall be paid into a sinking fund for 
the district from which it is collected and 
shall be used for the payment of the special 
debt of said district. 

Skc. 6. That the revenue of the said city 
for the year 1887 arising from the taxes, loans 
and all other sources together with any 
moneys in the treasury not otherwise appro¬ 
priated, are hereby appropriated for the fol¬ 
lowing purposes.
